At  the  middle  of  1895,  the  population  of  the  Sevenoaks  Urban  District 
was  estimated  by  the  method  adapted  by  the  Registrar- General  to  be  8248. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-nine  births  were  registered,  including  92  of  males 
and  77  of  females.  The  birth-rate  was  20*4  as  against  23’5  in  1894. 

The  deaths  registered  numbered  83,  as  against  96  in  1894,  and  included 
42  of  males  and  41  of  females. 

The  death-rate  was  lo-o  per  1,000,  as  against  13-1  in  1894. 

The  Infant  Mortality,  i.e.,  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
to  each  1,000  births  registered  was  112,  as  against  98  ^in  the  year  1894. 

Three  persons  died  of  the  seven  principal  Zymotic  Diseases,  viz.,  two  of 
Diphtheria  and  one  of  Diarrhoea. 

One  of  the  deaths  from  Diphtheria  occurred  in  the  month  of  February, — 
that  of  a  child  aged  6  years,  and  the  other  in  May,  the  latter  case  being 
that  of  an  adult. 

All  the  four  deaths  from  Influenza,  one  of  which  took  place  in  February, 
and  three  in  March,  were  among  adults,  and  all  were  complicated  with 
Bronchitis  or  Pneumonia. 


The  Zymotic  death-rate  was  0*3  as  against  2*0  in  1894. 


Under  the  Infectious  Disease  Notification  Act  of  1889,  28  cases  were 
reported,  including  18  of  Scarlet  Fever,  7  of  Diphtheria,  and  3  of  Erysipelas. 

Mr,  Fowler’s  Report  of  work  carried  out  during  the  year,  the  usual  tables 
of  vital  statistics  and  the  returns  required  by  the  Local  Government  Board 
are  appended.
